Haviugp started to read this letter I hope that you will continue to the end, 
draw your own conclusions and make a judgement. 


2 felt prompted to write to you having seen for myself what great efforta 
and what use is being made of the Church Centre. It may seem strange that one who 
is not a member of any church should be writing on this subject, but I hope thet if 
you read on you will perhaps understand. 

You will agree I am sure that the village has become a desireble place in 
which to live. It has excellent shopping facilities and safe places for children 
to play and attend school. The library has been sterted, we have our own Health 
Centre, a dental surgery and very recently we have planted another thousand trees.

ss .some months ago I reported on discussions regarding our County's new 
Mineral Plan. This Plan has nou been approved by the County Council and is 

open ‘fot public inspection and comment. Copies of the Plan can be seen at all 
District Council Offices and Main and Branch Libraries, objections to the Plan 
should be sent to the Chief Planning Officer, Shire Hall, Cambridge by 14th 

April 1989. If there are major objections to the Plan there would be a local 
public inquiry by the Department of the Environment. 

As reported in the last issue the County Council's Policy Committee 
has now agreed the report made by consultants and County Officers on the 
structure of the County Council. This has been approved by the Policy 
Committee and goes to a special meeting of the Full Cpuncil for approval. 

This will then be followed up with a further detailed report to be considered 
by the Policy Committee during April. 

The Transportation Department are again to consider proposals to provide 
footpath extensions from the bus shelters to the inner estate road system as part 
of its annual footpath extension programme. A small group of Members will be 
visiting Bar Hill during April to view the problem and I am hopeful that they 
will agres to this work being included in the forthcoming financial year.

As many of you are wondering what is being done about your son's joining 
Beavers, I thought this would be a very good aa to let you all know exactly 
what the situation is at present. 


I was issued with my Warrant on January 17th, until then, I felt I had no 
authority to say what would happen to the-boys still waiting to enter Beavers. 


Many of you have been told, until I have more adults in uniform, holding a 
warrent, I cannot take anymore toys. This is absolutely true, I cannot even consider 
a Mother Helper Rota list, aS only uniformed adults are covered by insurance. I have 
at present twelve eas a week, at Easter another four, hopefully, enter Cubs, 
so my number goes to eight. I still cannot take anyone in until I get more aduits 
coming forward.” “The situation is now getting very serious, not only in Beavers but 
in other areas of the movement in Bar Hill. We all have commitments, the men who run 
Scouts; just as much as the Ladies who run Cubs. My own son was due to enter last 
September, but then I learnt the colony was going to close and I felt so concerned 
that a colony could be closed just because no-one would come forward, so after a lot 
of thought, I knew it had to be kept going, I also work at night, so what with Beavers 
and work I have very little time myself, but the difference is, one I enjoy the other 
Pays a wage, also I have found, strangely its so different, and as I said I have come 
to enjoy it. 


As the waiting list stands at present, we have approximately 50 to 60 boys 
waiting, not only for Beavers, some are now above the age group, but also Cubs and 
some still waiting Scouts, so it has become a critical situation, and I'm afraid that 
even if your son is 6 this year and has been on the list for some time, it does not 
mean he will enter on time. In fact, when I take in my first intake, Roger Mason and 
myself will have to look carefully at what we now call the emergency boys, who have 
also been on the list for some considerable years and are now 7+. Please, even if 
you feel you might enjoy being with the Beavers, don't stop there, come and see me 
any Tuesday evening or ring me or Roger Mason on the numbers below. I will be only 
too happy to discuss anything with you, remember also, without the parents support 
we cannot continue and-you may surprise yourself and actually enjoy it.
